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INTRODUCTION 



I. 

__ Hans Theodor Woldsen Storm was born in the town 

O of Husum in Schleswig, on September 14, 181 7. He 

grew up in comfortable circumstances, and enjoyed the 
best educational opportunities that his native town pro- 
vided. Later, he studied at the "Gymnasium" in Lii- 
beck. Here, he tells us, his deeper interest in poetry 
first awoke. Here, he first read Goethe's Faust and 
Heine's Buck der Lieder. He says : " It seems to me as 
if the gates of German poetry had now for the first time 
been opened for me through these two magic books. "^ 
With his youthful mind kindled by the touch of these 
benevolent poetic flames, he came to the university at Kiel 
to enter upon the study of law. His father was a lawyer 
and the son, too, was to prepare himself for a legal ca- 
reer. However, poetry claimed an equal share of his 
attention, and soon a few congenial spirits found and 
bound each other by this strong bond of common inter- 
est. The two brothers, Theodor and Tycho Mommsen, 
together with our poet, made a closer study of the most 
modern poetry, and essayed their talents in verse. The 
result of th^se youthful efforts was published in 1843 
with the title, Liederbuch dreier Freunde,

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Together with Theodor Mommsen, Storm collected 
legends and stories of Schleswig-Holstein, but they 
handed over this material to Miillenhof for his collection 
of folklore. 

After completing his legal studies in Berlin, Storm re- 
turned to his native town to practise his chosen profes- 
sion. But, in consequence of his strong anti-Danish 
sentiments, and of the political turmoil, which became 
unendurable to him, he accepted a position in the Prus- 
sian war department offices at Potsdam in 1853. He , 
was transferred in 1856 to Heiligenstadt in central Ger- 
many, where he remained until after the occupation of - 
Schleswig-Holstein by the Prussians in 1864. On re- -^ 
turning to his native town, he received an appointment, 
and successive promotions until he retired in 1880 from 
his judicial duties and offices to devote his remaining 
days wholly to literature. Henceforth, he lived at Hade- 
marschen in Holstein, where he died July 4, 1888. 

Storm is par excellence a poet of the heart and of senti- 
ment. He is also distinctively a household poet. In 
all his writings there is a tinge of melanchgly, a note of 
sadness, but it is not a morose melancholy ^nd a cheer- 
less sadness such as we are made to €eel in Chopin's 
Funeral March, it is rather the tender melancholy and 
hopeful sadness of his Nocturnes, Storm suggests the 
dreaminess of Schumann's Trdumereien^tYidit charm and 
hold the listener spellbound long after the last notes 
have died away on the silent air. Like a master im- 
pressionist, with one stroke of the brush, he suggests an 
evening sunset or an entrancing bit of landscape lying 
in the haze of a hot summer afternoon. Lyric poetry 
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and the short story are the masterpieces of Storm's art. 
He combines the elements of the late romantic school 
with the modern realistic tendency. But he never un- 
folds a morbid realism before us. His realism is always 
clothed in an idealism that is ever striving upward — ele- 
vating and ennobling. The degrading realism of deca- 
dance is unknown to him. 

Storm lived a happy and uneventful life amid the 
scenes of his childhood, and in these scenes he finds the 
background for almost all his stories. He is a German 
through and through. In only one of his many stories 
is the scene laid beyond the confines of his native land. 
He is retrospective and reminiscent in the extreme,^ 
and his genius actually revels in the thought of home and 
of the good old days. It is this that gives his stories 
their most potest charm. They are stories of character 
and sentiment. They can be considered happy blend- 
Ings of the present real with the half effaced or unreal 
of the past, mirrored in recollections and breathed forth 
with a suspended sigh from the heart that grieves to 
pass on from the delectable present that is all too rapidly 
fading into the past. 

We shall here enumerate merely a few of the more im- 
portant works of Storm. His reputation was made by 
Immensee in 185 1. This charming idyl, displaying the 
dreaminess and symbolism of the romantic school in a 
typical setting of reminiscent sentiment peculiar to our 
author, will probably make his name endure as long as 
there are hearts susceptible to sentiment. In St Jiirgen 
is characteristic, and one of his best later works. The 
story is told by the poet and his two leading characters, 
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and has a strong dramatic flavor. Our author's tragic 
powers find full play in his In aquis submersus and in 
his last work, Der Schimmelreiter, Pysche is an artist 
story artistically told. Pole Poppenspdler is a most 
charming story, written with the greatest of care, and 
especially for children. 

Storm was always a great favorite with the German 
public, and we feel sure that his native Frisian humor 
which permeates all his writings, and indeed, stamps the 
character of the man upon them, will make him new 
friends and admirers among the readers of any of the 
above mentioned works. 

The story of Storm's life, sympathetically and ap- 
preciatively told by Schiitze, Theodor Stormy Sein Leben 
und seine Dichtungy Berlin 1887, was published on the 
occasion of the poet's seventieth birthday. After his 
death in 1888, Theodor Stomiy Ein Bild seines Lebens 
und SchaffenSy by Wehl appeared at Altona. A highly 
appreciative estimate of Storm and his work is given by 
Erich Schmidt in his Charakteristiken, (1886). Adolf 
Bartels in his Geschichte der deutschen Literatur^ (1902), 
devotes a chapter of kindly appreciation to the work of 
his compatriot. Storm. A monograph by Alfred Biese, 
Theodor Storm und der moderne Realismus^ Berlin (1888), 
has undertaken the difficult task of designating the 
place which belongs to Storm in the history of literature. 

Such is the bibliography which forms the basis of the 
above brief summary of the life and works of Storm. 
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11. 

The two stories from the Geschichten aus der Tonne^ 
which we present here, are distinctly different. The 
first Die Regentrude^ blends in a most happy way the 
stern realities of every day life with the charming un- 
realness of the fairy-tale. It was written at Heiligen- 
stadt in 1864. In the painting of the scenery we behold 
the familiar landscape of our poet's beloved Schleswig. 
It is certainly Storm's best attempt in the domain of 
the Marchen. 

Bulemanns Haus is a strange conceit after the 
manner of the inimitable E. T. A. Hoffman's wierd and 
fantastic tales. It thrills us with its uncanny narrative 
and reminds us of the harrowing and startingly gruesome 
tales of our own Poe. This story also was written at 
Heiligenstadt in 1864. 

We can perhaps best understand our author if we let 
him speak for himself, as indeed he has done in his 
own preface. 

He speaks as follows: 

"The following stories which were sent forth into the world 
with the title * Three Fairy Stories' have been put aside un- 
read by many a good friend of the author, solely because of 
this title. Even the assurance given in the preface, that the 
second piece was more correctly speaking, a * strange tale,' 
and that the third ^ appeared rather in the noble garb of a 
* legend,' could not overcome this prejudice. It is so incon- 
venient to exchange the familiar every day world for another, 
in which, perchance, we rush through space with seven league

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boots, rather than by rail. Besides, the fairy tale has fallen 
into disrepute, and justly. It has become the workshop of 
amateurs that bedeck their bungling work with gay pictures, 
and then start a lively traffic in innumerable juvenile produc- 
tions. The few things of this species from the hand of a genuine 
master are lost in this chaos. With more consideration for these 
facts, the littie book was rechristened at its entrance upon its 
second journey with a less captious title, which has been sug- 
gested by the ever charming memories of youth. 

One of our cleverest playmates was Hans Rauber, the son of 
a poor cobbler, already for years a city waif. He obtained this 
nick-name from our favorite game, * Robber and Soldier,' for 
his distinguished impersonation of the former character. In 
addition, this honest, merry fellow possessed another talent 
highly prized by us. 

In the long autumn evenings, when the light soon failed for 
the boisterous games after school, we were accustomed to as- 
semble on the steps in some doorway, and then — * let's tell 
stories,' was the cry. And, here too, Hans was again the leader. 
Heaven only knows where he got the strange stories with which 
he would at one moment thrill us with terror, and in the next 
provoke our brightest laughter. Especially, in this story-telling 
season, the forms of our native popular traditions would be so 
vividly before us, that at one time we quite distinctly saw Niss 
Puk peering from one of the openings in the roof of my father's 
stable, and, armed with sword and staves, we entered upon a 
vain campaign in all the attics against this house-goblin. 

The more secretiy we had pitched our story tent, the pleas- 
anter our stories sounded. This preference for concealed spots 
for story-telling always impelled me to discover new, out-of-the- 
way places. The best discovery that I made was that of a large 
empty tun which stood in our so-called store-house not far from 
the office. This tun soon became the * holy of holies,' and was 
entered only by Hans and me. Evenings after the arithmetic 
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lesson, we would crouch here and take my little hand-lantern, 
with a sufficient provision of candle-ends between us. Thus, 
after we had shoved a couple of boards, which were lying on the 
top of the tun, over the opening, we sat opposite each other, as 
if in the most secret little chamber. Now, when people went 
to the office in the evening and heard a murmur issuing from 
the tun, or even saw a few rays of light gleaming forth from 
it, the old clerk was completely at a loss to explain the cause of 
this strange phenomenon. 

But, meanwhile where were Hans and I? — although we 
soared gendy, yet, after all, we rose quite above the everj^-day 
world, so that the dust of the school-room and of the rest of this 
mundane sphere flew from our fluttering garments. The old 
school-room with its irregular verbs, the dank cellar with its 
ugly day floor, upon which the orphan's bed stood — in the 
mistydepths they were lying far below us, while we breathed 
the pure air of the heights. 

However, when it had struck nine on the neighboring church- 
tower, the soprano voice of the house-maid, who used to call 
me from our back door, penetrated even to us. — Suddenly, we 
were again sitting in our narrow tun ; once more we stretched 
and made the old tun creak, and then we climbed over the 
edge back into the every-day world. — But, for a long time after- 
ward, every c^ne must have been able to see a radiance in our 
faces that was not of this world. — 

Forty years and more have passed since then. A strange 
fate has befallen my Hans Rauber. In his old age he has again 
become a ward of the city. 

After all, I wonder whether he had soared into those realms 
of fancy too often for a mortal? After he had served the work- 
aday world for a quarter of a century as an able shipcarpenter, 
he became ill, and for many years he was unable to find his 
bearings again. Thus he came into a city asylum. But gradu- 
ally he recovered, is faring well, works when he pleases, and 
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does his work gladly and well. To be sure, he buried his wife 
long ago, but he knows that his children are well cared for. 
Whenever I see him with his ruddy, honest face, and his hair 
now turned gray, we bow to each other, and his brown eyes 
gleam roguishly, as if they wished to say to me ; * Do you re- 
member — and we two alone know it — how we used to sit in 
the tun long ago ! Those were fine times.' 

" May the kindly reader now decide whether these new 
* Stories from the Tun' contain any of the power of the old 
ones. The flight will not last too long, nor shall we soar so 
high that the practical heads of our modem generation be 
seized with dizziness on the way."

The accent is always on the first syllable unless 
otherwise indicated. However, inseparable prefixes (he, tnOfi, ettt, er, %e, \>et, jer, or 
any others used as inseparables) never have the accent. Words translated in the 
notes are usually not repeated in the vocabulary.
